The bridee contains :u all about 1.500 


tons of sieei In aiiJztiou to 7ou tons of 
counterweights. 
Each moving leaf 


contains about 2.000.000 pounds, an.l, 
aside from having the longest span of 
any movable bridge -ever built, the 
structure is especially noticeable in 
that it is built for the heaviest railroad 
service, carrying double tracks. The 
bridge is designed for a load of 10.00O 
pounds per liaeai foot of bridge !n ad- 
dition to a couceotrated load of 100.- 
000 pounds at any poiat on tbe door of 
the bridge, thus giving a carrying ca- 
pacity 01 niore than twice teat of the 
next longest lift bridge in the world, 
the Totver bridge of London. The lat- 
ter bridge has a span of 200 feet and ia 
designed ocly for highway traffic. 


In the construction of the substruc- 


ture hi connection with the present 
Trcrk dimculties were encountered ia 
tast owing to the narrow channel at 
the center pier of the present swing 
bridge it was necessary to construct * 
cofferdam of a single row of Wakefield 
sheetiag and to escarate to the depth 
of '28 feel below city datum, a feat 
tiousbt by most of the river men of 
Chicago to be impossible. The sub- 
straciurfc of each leaf on either side 
of ibtr river ss bailt on a foundation of 
600 piles 50 feet in length and includes 
3.500 yards of Portland cement coa- 
crere mixed ia ihe proportion of one 
part of ceT.pnt, three parts of sand and 
sis pans of broken stone. The two 
piers contain 940 cubic yards of first 
class jnasonry. 


Tbe electric equipment for the bridge 


includes »or its operation two 50 horse- 
power motors for each leaf. The power 
is obtained from the electric plant at 
the Grand Central station, from which 
point underground cables are laid to 
the operating bouses on tbe bridge, 
•which houses are connected by sub- 
BLarlae cables laid in a trench below 
the bottom of the river. Each leiif can 
be controlled from its respective oper- 
ating house, and tbe operating devices 
are aKo arranced so that both leaves 
can be controlled and operated by one 
man from the bouse oc tbe east bank 
of the river. For this arrangement one 
controller has been placed in the west 
honse. while in the bouse on tbe east 
bank rwo have been installed. Each of 
tbe operating bouses is fitted with a 
switchboard, an indicator showing tbe 
position of tbe bridge and operating de- 
vices.
